I  further  informed  the  D.D.O.M.,  tliat  if  am 
brother  felt  a^'rieved  at  the  action  of  the  Lod^'e,  the  ri>,'ht  of  aiipoal  w.v 
o[)en  to  him. 

The  following'  (juestions   were  propounded  to  me  by  IJio.  W  ji 
Morton,  ]).1).(^.M.,  of  District  No.  a,  on  the  'ifjth  April  IHRt ;  niv  iop|i,j 
to  the  same  are  annexed  thereto  : 

Question   1       How  many   black  balls    are  re«iuired    tu   ivjivi 
candidate  for  membership  by  deposit  of  card. 
Answeu    It  takes  three  black  balls. 

QtTESTioN  2    Does  article  3,  nee.  1,  of  tlu^  revised  Constitution  uoviml 
candidates  for  aibuission  by  card  as  well  as  for  initiation. 

Answku    Yes,  this  article  deals  with  both  cases. 

By  a  resolution  of  the  last  Session  of  this  Orand   L()ili,'('  I  w,iJ 
directed  to  see  that  the  laws  in  reference   to   the  use    of  uuautlKirizihil 
rituals  and  text  books,  were  strictly  carried  out.     No  such  breach  of  t 
law  has  betMi  brou^'ht  under  my  notice,  but  [  take  this  opportunit} 
appending;  for  tlie  information  of  th<^  brotherhood  in  this  jnrisdictinf 
llic  following,'  law.  enactcil  ni  tlu>  meetin;,'  of  llie  Soverciiiii  (iraiid  l,u,lt'| 
in  Sept('nii»er  last.  pa>,n's  W7r>l  \MH  (»f  the  l*roeeedin;,'s.  vi/,.  : 

■•That   any  ineinber  of  tlu'  liKh'pcndent  ( )rd('r  of  ( )(|(l  Frllnwswi! 
shall  ('nini)osi'.  or  write,  or  print,  or  sell,  or  exhibit,  nr  use.  (ir  liavc  in  ii 
piissession,  or  who  shall  in  any  vva\  aid  or  abet  in  e(tni|>osiii;,' or  wrili;i 
or  printinj,',  or  exhibiting,  or  nsinj^  in  any  publication,  or  writiiiijoi  ntliei 
device,  pur|)ortinK  to  be  the  unwritten  work  of  Odd  Fellowship,  or  :a{ 
part,  abbreviation  or  memorandum  of  such  unwritten   work,  shall 
deemed  >?uilty  of  conduct  t^rossly  unbewmiin^;  an  Odd  Fellow  aadsh 
upon  conviction,  be  expelled  from  the  Order." 

In  connection  with  this  subject  I  am  pleased  to  observe  the  i-rfi 
d(^sire  evinced  by  the  ofKcers  of  the  Subordinate  Lodfjres  to  ac^iiuirc  iin 
perfe(!t  themselves  in  the  work  of    the  Order.     In  many  jurisdictim 
the  Hoor  work  is  p(M-formed   by   teams  sp(>cially  selected  aTid  traiiiij 
for   its   rendition,  and   this    practice   instated  to  have  met  with  jrn 
succ«'ss  in  making,'   the   new   work    popular.     Orand  Sire  (lann,  iii 
unottlcial  answer  publishetl  in  a  Society  paper  t(»  a  (piestioii  sulmiiit^ 
to  liim.  states   that    every    part   of    the  work    is    intemleil   In  l)r  Kin 
orally  without  a  book,  and  that  it  is  of  the  utmost  imporlautr.  tliatt 
obligations  should  be  jfivou  without  a  book,  as  it  is  the  only  pmij 
way.    I  mtvntion  this  because  it  has  been  the  impression  in  this  jii'j 
diction  that  the  obli^atiouB  should  be  read. 

The  Endowment  Auxiliary  Association,  established  last  SossionJ 
not  met  with  that  supiiort  from  the  brethren  of  this  jurisdiction,  tin 
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bail  oxpocted,  from  the  repented  demands  there  Avere  mnde  for  it  prior  to 
its  institution  and  the  hearty  manner  in  which  it  was  received  when  first 
.;tnrte»l.  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  can,  however,  he  greatly  strenjjthened 
ami  eiilianeed  in  vahie  if  each  L«)dKe  w<mUl  ap]H>int  an  active  brother 
fur  tlie  e8|)ecial  pnrpose  of  working;  it  up  amongst  its  members.  At 
present,  this  dnty  belonjfs  to  no  one  in  i)artienhir,  but  if  the  claims  of 
tlie  Asrtot'iation  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  members,  I  am  con- 
viiipeil  tliey  would  accord  it  a  liberal  support. 

The  (Jrand  Secretary  will  jjive  you  a  more  detailed  account  of  its 
ffiirkiuK  and  present  position. 

I  very  much  rejfret  haviu^  to  brin^;  to  your  notice,  tho  fact,  that  the 
lU-  Laws  of  Black  Diamond  Lodjfe,  No.  5,  and  Harmony  Lodjfe,  No.  G, 
are  not  in  accordance  with  the  Cjmstitution  of  HulK>rdinate  Lodges  as 
lulopteilhy  this (Irand  Lodge,  in  the  matter  of  the  reduction  «)f  Sick 
Benetits  to  members  after  a  continuous  sickness  of  six  months  and  twelve 
miuitlis  res|)ectively.  The  By-  Laws  of  Harmony  Lodge,  were  approved 
liy  the  iVtnnuittee  i>n  Laws*  •)f  S»ilH)rdinates  last  Session,  as  shown  at 
piitjelW  of  the  Proceedings,  but  a  copy  was  not  retained  in  i»ftice  for 
itfereuce,  as  it  should  have  been.  I  have  not  communicated  with  tho 
two  Lodges  concerned  on  this  subject,  partly  because  of  the  failure  of 
theCimimittt^e  to  detect  the  error  in  the  By-Laws  of  Harmony  Lodge 
when  submitted  tx)  theiu,  in  ooinijquence  of  which  this  Grand  Lodge  has 
ill  I)  measure  condoned  the  otfence,  but  have  preferred  to  submit  the 
matter  for  your  consideration  and  action,  observing,  that  the  Law  should 
iM'^eueral  in  its  application,  and  these  two  Lodges  must  accept  it,  as  well 
as  the  other  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  who  have  amended  their  By- 
Laws  to  conform  to  the  Constitution. 

As  we  lalK)r  under  a  disadvantage  compared  with  other  jurisciictions, 
I  in  not  having  a  Representative  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  whose  duty 
it  would  he  to  report  the  proceedings  of  that  Grand  Body,  and  thereby 
many  imiM)rtnnt  changes  are  not  brought  prominently  before  us,  and 
[may  jwssibly  escape  notice,  I  think  it  would  be  advisable  for  the  Grand 
[Muster  to  include  in  his  report  anything  of  interest  that  occurs  of  the 
[character  alM)ve  alluded  to,  so  as  to  give  it  a  wider  circulation  among 
[our  members. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  met  at  Minuea(K)lis  on  15th  September 
\Wi.    From  the  reports  presented   by  the  officers  we  learn  that    the 
|Ordermade  rapid  strides  of  progress  in  the  preceding  year.    The  number 
o(  Qrand  Lodges  was  54,  an  increase  of  4  during  the  year,  number  of 
8ulH)rdiuate  Lodges  770H,  »in  increase  of  189.   Number  of  Lodge  members 
505.871,  an  iucroase  of  11,875.    Total  Relief  paid  $2,015,832.52.     Total 
|Revenup  84,804,748.00.
